would by all means make him, And this good quality 
Fam apt to beHeve he owed to his Loyalty, in which 
he had confirmed himfelt by a long adizrence, - the 
inſeparable companions of which are all the neceſ- 
ſary requiſits to a good Nature , which is ganerally 
wanting throughour the Fa@ion, a moſt ſupercilious, 
moro ſe, and peeviſh fore of people. - 

But this Humanity had its Exccfles , and could nor 
be contained within any means or bounds , for he was 
full of extravagancies and high flights therein Bur 
of many ſuch wild flocies, we will only mention one.
